A spokesman for the two groups on campus has explained the poster flap 
this way He said that in Iran it's considered very courageous and daring fora 
student to go out at night and paint a sign denouncing the Shah When these 
same students come tothe U S. they aren't familiar with the freedom of speech 
that exists here. so they continue protesting the same way they did at home 

Whether or not the protest is proper, the Hornet feeis that there's better ways 
to do it here than by defacing the campus. The university has better ways t 
spend the tax money it gets It shouldn't have to pay for extra clean - up crews 
to pry off stickers and remove paint from sidewalks It shouldn t have to waste 
the time of the campus police by asking them to find out whos responsible 
this problem is very easy The Iranians should use regular 
signs just like the rest of us andpost them in the same places we must 

We are neither requesting them to stop their protest nor are we taking away

When Robert Moore took it upon himself to cancel the Associated Students 
Inc. (ASI) Special Election on Wednesday. many people were angry at him for 
it Moore, the appointed Election Coordinator, disqualified every candidate 
running for the vacant Arts and Science Senate seat and also pointed out that 
the amendment on the ballot could not legally be offered except in a general 
election. There was. therefore, nothing to vote upon. Because of Moore's ac 
tion, some candidates are talking of law suits, their supporters are harrassing 
him on the phone. and the administration considered unilateral intervention as 
it did in the last election. And what has Moore done to deserve ail this? As far as 
| can teil, all he has done is an honest and conscientious job Admittedly. this ts 
a bit unusual, but | do not think itis acrime yet Apparently, other people don't 
see things this way on whatever possible ground, | cannot imagine 

Obviously, Moore's action inconvenienced the candidates | was one of 
those candidates, and |! assure you that | was thoroughly irritated since |. too 
had invested many long hours of work on my campaign In order to becomea 
qualified candidate under the present AS! Statues. | had to gather 86 
signatures Gn a petition all of which have to come from students majoring 
within the Schoo! of Arts and Sciences Moore's. job, under ASI Statutes. is to 
check each signature on our petitions to make sure only Arts and Sciences ma- 
jors siqned our petitions. As it turned out, each of the candidate's petitions bore 
signatues of students majoring in other divisions Faced with this violation of 
the Statutes, Moore took the only possible course open to him and disqualified 
every candidate Nevertheless. there is nothing any candidate could have done

to avoid this violation under the present Statutes, and Moore 's well aware of 


this probiem 
Why has al! this happened? Because the ASI Statutes are fuzzy in two ways 

First even though both the ASI Constitution and the ASI Statutes refer to an 
Election Code’ (Constitution - Articie V!. Section 2 and Statute 400. Article |! 
and Statute 600, Articie ll, IV. V. and Vill), NOSUCH CODE EXISTS Sec: 
the election guidelines specifically state. “The Senate shal! formulate an elec 
tion code © (Statute 600. Article V) Several weeks ago. Moore asked the Senate 
Chair to set up acommittee to formulate this code The Senate Chair didn 
ip the committee However. two Senators volunteered to assist Moore in mak 

ing acode. but the Senate did not ratify the code in time to save this election It 
iS Now the day after the elections were to be held, and we are still waiting for an 
ode

the special studies majors Ethnic Studies. Women’s Studies. and f t

| Constitution (Article Il. Sections 1 and 2) Before the next election the

CSUS eleven to square-off with Matadors in season finale

Coming off its best game of the 
season since the 21 - 21 tile with Hum 
boldt State Oct 8; CSUS will have its 
final shot of getting in the victory 
column Saturday, Nov. 19, when the 
Hornets host CSU - Norhtridge 
Game time is 730 pm at Hornet 
Field 

Last week, CSUS played its “best 
ball of the year after the first six 
minutes.” said Hornet Coach Glenn 
Brady of the 27 - 14 loss to CSU 
Hayward. The defeat dropped the 
Hornets’ record to 0-9-1 andafinalO 
-4-1Far Western Conference record 

Reserve quarterback Chris Pappas 
replaced ineffective Randy Cantrell in 
the second quarter and was 
successful in penetrating the tough 


Hayward defense with short passes 
He completed 21 of 41 tosses for 191 
yards and a one - yard touchdown to 
tight end James Martin in the second 
period Pappas was intercepted once 

T Gervase’ Thomas and Bill Mat- 
thews were each recipients of seven 
Pappas throws — Thomas gained 89 
yards to earn CSUS Miller Player of 
the Week honors while running back 
Matthews added 61 out of the 
backfield. It was Matthews finest per- 
formance of the season 

Ralph Clark was limited to only 
one reception for seven yards. but 
returned a kicxoff 85 yards for a 
touchdown in the third quarter His 33 
receptions for the year (517 yards) 
still rank him behind Hayward's Mark 
Loeffler for the FWC receiving crown 
Loeffler has four fewer receptions 


(29), but has played two !ess games 

Northridge, meanwhile, enters 
Saturday's contest with a 52 - 0 win 
over United States International of 
San Diego. The Matadors, a member 
of the three - team California 
Collegiate Athletic Association, have 
a 6 - 3 overall and 1 - 1 CCAA marks

Associated Students Incorporated 


Student government goes back to beginning of the college 


This is the first in a series of six ar- 
ticles on the Associated Students In- 
corporated (ASi). The series will dis- 
cuss the history of the ASI, the ex- 
ecutive branch, the legislative bran- 
ch, the judicial branch, and the 
programs which are funded through 
the ASI. Kate Connors, who put the 
series together is presently a Senator 
in the AS! Senate. Previous to her 
current position she was director of 
the ASi Special Events Committee. 


What is the ASI? 

“Associated Students, 

what's that last word?” 

“Associated Students 
national.” 

“Doesn't it have something to do 
with athletics?”

What is the ASI? The ASI is As- 
sociated Students, Incorporated. It is 
a student government, a corporation 
and anon - profit organization. The 
specific and primary purposes for 
which this corporation was formed 
are: to advance the welfare of CSUS; 
to assist it in fulfilling its objectives; to 
supplement the program and ac- 
tivities of the university in appropriate 
ways; to promote and assist it 
educational services; and otherwise 
aid and assist the college in fulfilling 
its purposes and in serving the people 
of the State of California and 
especially those of the area in which 
the college is located. 


Every registered student is a “stoc- 





kholder” in the ASi. Each student, 
upon paying his or her registration 
fee, also pays a $10 activity fee. This 
activity fee is what formuiates the an- 
nual ASi budget. This money is then 
allocated to different areas of 
programming within the ASI, suchas, 
Community Services, Men's and 
Women's Athletics and the Program 
Board 


Student Government at Cal. State 
Sacramento goes back to the begin- 
ning of the college itself. Within the 
first three weeks of classes, a student 
association was formed. Bill Briggs 
was elected as the first Student Body 


President, with Peter Schuh as Vice 
President. Briggs called the first As- 
sociation meeting together in 
September, 1947, at which com- 
mittees were appointed to write the 
student constitution. 


The Association chose the 


“Hornet” as the school emblem and 


green and gold as the school colors 
on Dec. 5, 1947. 
In 1948, Schuh became the As- 


sociation President and began 
publication of the State Hornet as a 
mimeographed four - page sheet. 

During these first few years of the 
association, activities were funded by 
the voluntary purchase of student 
body cards at $7.50 each. Sales of 
cards were slow and unpredictable, 
which hindered the allocation of 
monies, The problem of financial sup- 
port for student activities ended when 
the State Legislature, in the summer 
of 1948, permitted compulsory 
student activity fees to be levied, after 
2/3rds favorable vote by each student 
body. The vote at Sac State approved 
the fee on Dec. 12, 1951 by an 84.6 per 
cent favorable vote. The im- 
plementing of the mandatory student 
activity fee changed the Assaciation 
budget from $2650 in 1951 to 
$420,000 in 1977. 


Bill Rase became President of the 


Student Body in 1952 Dean of 
Students Donald W. Bailey en- 
couraged Rase to attend classes intie 
and jacket, saying that “student of- 
ficers might set a good example in 
Sartorial acceptability for other 
students.” Rase was too busy with 
other jobs and was rushing to class 
with littie time to concern himself with 
dressing with distinction. Student ac- 
tivities at this point involved its 
mainly with athletics anddances "he 
budget was still about $300 


The 1952 student election put Jim 
Warren, presently the Director of Ad- 
missions at CSUS, into the Presiden- 
cy. Warren was on hand with the 
College President, Guy A. West, to 
place copies of the Hornet, the 1952 
Yearbook (the Statesman), among 
other things in the cornerstone of our 
campus On Oct. 25. 1952. 


Under Warren's administration, 
the Association acquired the use of a 
room in the Physics Building to use as 
a student lounge. The officers put in 
furniture, ping - pong tables and other 
recreational faciltiies. 


in these early years, officials of the 
Association included a president, 
vice - president, secretary and 
treasurer; commissioners of 
publications, student government, 
atnietics, student affairs and fine arts; 
the Dean of Students, an Associate 
Dean of Student Activities and a 
faculty advisor. 


Fiscal problems were eliminated in 
1952 with the institution of the 
student boay tee of $7.50. In tne April 
1953 election. the fee was raised to $9 


by a vote of the student body

If there isnt a sound that comes 
naturally the piano, Jarrett 
found a way to produce it. With his 
feet spread apart on the floor 
body raised off the piano bench. his 
hands on opposite ends of the 
keyboard and his head lying on the 
keys, Jarrett created his distinctive 
high energy level music 

Combining with the fluttery, mer 
curial sax playing of Garbarek, Jarrett 
took off on a tangent of chords only to 
miraculously return in perfect unison 
with his back - up musicians. At time 
the revered jazz pianist would reach 
into the studio qrand and pluck the 
wires Or drag his thumbnail along the 
spirals to produce unique 
harpsichord effect 

Jarrettis one of the most respected 
pianists in jazz circles When you con- 
sider that he has been performing 
since he was seven - years - old, itis 
easy to understand his mastery 

Jarrett has issued 30 albums and 
has received several awards In 1974 
album “The Koln Concert” 
received the jazz album of the year 
award from Time magazine In 1976 
ne was named composer of the year 
by Melody Maker magazine 

Jarrett’s impressive talents are not 
confined to the piano Throughout 
the show he used various percussion 
instruments to accent the music 
Among his instruments were a 
wooden drum from Africa 

Jarrett's prowess, however, was 
best displayed with his piano playing 
The internationally acclaimed 
musician exhibited breathless control 
over the piano. With his knees on the 
floor and his head looking skyward 
for inspiration, the black virtuoso 
brought the keys to life 

The dizzying heights of Jarrett's 
playing were only matched by his 
ability to combine a skin tingling 
sense of timing with his musicians

Walking into Ellen Van Fleet's ex- 
hibit in the CSUS Art Gallery is like 
walking into a Pandora's Box of ar- 
tistic expression. The exhibit is en- 
titled “Unwritten Diaries And Other 
Revelations” and ranged in content 
from saws and dead crows to Q - tips 
and pipe cleaners, from snapshots 
and doodles to plastic and tin foil 

The walls are black, the floor is 
biack, the creations hang in splendor 
from the ceiling, and are strung from 
wall to wall, while mirrors of various 
shapes and sizes placed around the 
room reflect the observer as art 

It is the kind of collection that 
raises the eterna! question (at least in 
the critics mind) is it ART? Or is it 
junk? And does it really matter 
anyway to anyone except a small cir- 
cle of friends who are there to enjoy 
the wine and eats and talk about Art 
and friends and other gossip. 

Viewed objectively the room looks 
like the leftovers from a weekend yard 
sale hung and strewn about an empty 
garage. Artistically the collection is 
an interesting blend of texture and ex-

presented in a black - boxed frame 

One corner of the room is filled 
with a web of strings from which 
dangled multi - colored pipe cleaners 
and Q - tips, and in long, aminoacid 
chains. The walls behind are touched 
with crayon doodies, brightly - 
colored swirls against the blackness 
of the wail 


A miniature bear hanging in the 
frame of a cardboard box; a row of 
colored skulls in plastic pockets hung 
from a biue stick; Marilyn Monroe 
pasted in anotebook with the caption 
‘there's no man over that rainbow;' 
and hanging feathers; and an 
Airedale named Legs_ sporting 
colored clothes pins and a taste for 
hors d'ouvres, are all part of the 
collection of memorabilia which the 
artist has reserved the right to change 
at any time during the showing. 

The artist herseif presented an 
interesting visual apparition, dressed 
as she was in pastel greén cordduroy 
pants and pink shirt. Her biond hair 
was cut short and sprouted feathers, 
which, combined with an irnapish 
countenance gave her the look of an 
eccentric creature somewhere 


between Tinkerbell and Dennis - the - 
Meance 

Surveying the room, and lingering 
for a moment on the net of wires 
strung with pipe cleaners and Q - tips, 
the author said, “It's like writing. Asa 
matter of fact, | stopped in the middle 
and started writing.” 

One man took the title of the ex- 
hibit literally and brought his written 
diary, reading it to any who would 
listen 


The question remains: Art? or 
Junk? Kari Kupper once said, “Art is 
on the bathroom walls, and in the 
streets,” and he was right in essence, 
for man’s expression is constantly 
evident in everyday experiences, and 
whether we accept the dogerel beside 
the toilet seat, or shouted curses and 
salutations as pieces of the whole of 
art is finaily up to each and every one 
of us. 


The. experience of Van Fieet’s 
three - dimensional notebook will be 
available to the public on Mondays, 
Wednesdays, and Fridays from 10 
a.m. to 4 p.m. and on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays from 10 a.m. to 7 p.m. 
through Dec. 13.
